A mtuxiber of the Committee of Revenue 
was aotboHzed and enjoined^ once in every three months ot oftener, lo vistf 
the Maffrissa« in order to see that the building was teept in proper repair, luid 
that in ail other respects the effidrncy of the histitiitltin w-as mointaine-J- 
The oaib naaitn or principal oIBcer of the native courts of low, was also ins- 
tnmted itiat whenever vacancies should aiise in the roujdary courts, they 
should he filled from the students oF the Madrissa upon the production of 
certilicates from the superior that the individuals nominated by him were 
duly qualifietl for their respective appointments. (i ^ 

In 1788. complaints having been made to the Government of great 
niiiA'cmtitict and mismanageinoDt on the part of tfic sufiiriarf that office waf 
established,(a) and the temporary adminisiratioa of the funds of the hutitutiooi 
together with its general reformation, were undertaken by the Governor- 
General, Sir John Shore, who it appears coaltded the iuleiior management to 
Moulavie Mujud-oo-deen the bend preceptor. 

In 1791, the instilulloii was again diuovered 10 b«; in a state of disorder 
and some of the students to be persons of most depraved characters, which 
being attributed to neglect of duty on the part of Mujud'OO'dcen, he was 
removed from 1 »s situation and MouFavee Mahomed Israel appointed in bis 
stead. 

tl was then revived, ih.’it the Futuric government of the insthution should 
be in the hands of a Committee oE Stqierintendence, consisting of the acting

ment immediately from Government. Tlic assistant preceptors were to be

[nlcrior servanis to be appointed nod rtmovod by the head preceptor, at lus 
disetetton.

Id January igar, the toiainUtee reported the result ol another geov-ral 
exam mat ion of the studmU, which hed been held on the first ol that month, 
at the iiuuae oi ihe GqTernor'General** agent.

Its 
funds are bdie«d to hare oiiginaieii in private #ub*ci!pliwuL Tlmy were 
centsidferafaly augmented *'ftora the testitution uifliKy received ior pulling 
donq the English Church by the Moors, ai lUr capfiire of Calcmia in 1736/' 
and by a legacy left by Mr^ Constantine. The old court-hoiisa w« a part of 
it^property of thb school, and ^3* transterred to the Govemment in con¬ 
sideration of a perpetual pyment of Bs.

Few, it wsi 
dbseTved, commenced tlieir sludiea until they bad attained the age ol at 
years t hut often purtued iljpm for ts having acquired a perfect 

knowledge of the Shsstcr and all Ua arcana, they latumed to their native 
homes, and set up aspundiis and teaeJiers themselves. The Shwlcr was stated 
to be the only book r^iid or taught in the schools at Ntiddea. into which 
none but Brahmms were admitted. The committee, neverthclMs, submitted 
the names of sudi poodiu as wore of higliesi reputation for learning, should 
the Govern meat think fit to appoint them teachers, but partictdarly calted the 
aitcnUon of the Govenjor-geneTat in Council to the circumstances abovi- 
menttoued.

were commiuiicated fn reply, those gentlemen !Higge»ted ihe nei-essity of 
a fourth member being added to the uammittec who should act as aectetary 
and soperio ten dent ol Ihe proposed establish meat To this lUggesUbn the 
GorenTinGiit did not aocedei on account of tik addiiionat expense which it 
would CT tail . Some further discussions betuieen the comtnittee aud Govern^ 
meat appear to havo taken plans upon thi* point, and respcclmg the most 
convenient site for the proposed building, whether at Bout or Moozuffarpore, 
and several plans and eatimates for a library^appear to have been received,

I confessp never more 
cacited than on the occsmou of the visit t paid tr. ihe priticipal seminary at 
Ciitourah, under Mr. May, in which with it- «mitated schools, 00 less than 
800 children are tnaUucted in reatiing> writing and anllrmetic, tn the language 

of the countryr- , 

Upon receipt of the above letter the Gosfrnmrnt called upon Mr- Forl'e* 

for more detailed bformation, partlcufarly resj^ft iing the e*pen« attending 
the system of tuition esUblkbed by Mr, May. In rrpJy, they wc« informed 
that at sinleeii KhwU which had been c*t*Wished between July 1814 and 
Jun* ifiiSi there vraa an average allcntlBnce 0! ^51 scholars, and that the 
average moruhly eipenws attending a clrde ol twenty scliools would be about 
Rs 330. caeSusive of buildings and outfit ; the Government therefore resolved 
to grunl a monthly allonanfr of Rs 600. lor Ihi* pHt|m« oJ establishing 
schools on the plan inUodneed by Mr. Mity : ihe schools to he managed by 
that genileman. and such teachers « l«v rtt«u1d approve, under the 
tuperintendfence of Mr. Forbcsi. 

Tow^ds the end the year 1815. May's mJiooIs elicited a rtralry 
among <h= nauves, some ol whom lomted similar eslablJshmcnis, but without 
impeding the stteees* of those conduaed by Mr. May ; which, Mr- Forbea 
observes, were dcTiominated by ll« uMlvv# **lf‘e Company V schools, 
without Lite supposition appearing to influence thdr succesa.” That, on the 
conlrwy. was to rapid, lhai betvtTSeti July and Sepiember 1815. Mr. May 
opeoed lour new fldiiwls, and aagmented the number of stated ■ttendanlii in 
the whole ctTcla el bis schools from 95 ’ schelora. 
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Under date tbc sth October l8 t j, Mr. refforted at Urngth the state 
of the eehoole nod tsode of ihdr nxanagenient, intifnatittg liT» uitenUtui of 
forming a separate school for teachers, and at the same lime suggesting the 
probability, that when the natives aere fatly convinced of the utility ol the 
plan, some means might be ndopted whereby every village might entirety^ 
or at least partly, svpporl its oivn school ; the inhabitants of several placet 
tn the vtdnily of Chinsurah havbg votuntarily solicited him to establish 
schools in their villages (i) 

In January iBid. the number of schools had been augniirtited to twenty> 
(our, but that of tlie scholars bad decrea.«ed to i,aeo, the reasons for which 
decrease (chiefly sichnesi) were temporary. Mr, May, in his quartotly 
report, patttcularly auiL-ed ilmt a eoo4derat)tc li>ctease apjieneit In the 
number of Brahmin boys who attended the scboolH 

In March following the number of schools had been augmeutod to twenty-' 
seven, and the geoeraJ attenrUnre to r.jBS scholars, giving a^ ino-eare over 
the precerling rptarter ol jdd. It bad also been found nerossary to remove 
i1h 3 central Achoot out of the fort 10 an edifice erected for it on a more 
convonienl site \ and Mr. May had nttcecd^ in establishing his propped 
school for teachers. 

In Juni- tlw number Hehnoli bad beep augmented to thirty, and the 
general attendance to a.ooo scholars, which occasioned an tnetoase in the 
expmdilnre for June of Ks. 154 beyond the limited amount, Tlw total 
expenditure o( the year had nevertheless been within that linitt f but the 
Government approving equally the plan and obieci, and ibe coaduct of the 
ueboob. reaolvcd to augment the monthly grant for their support from 600 to 
800 Rupees, which fum has continued to be credited to the Superlntcndeiil, 
down to tW date of the latest advices from India. 

In December l8t6, the number ol schools continutng at thirty, tlie 
attendance of scholars had increased to A.035, and in June 1817, the mtntber 
of schools had increased to ihitty'ihree in which there were 2 ^ bead boys 
or leathern, together with acbotarB in general attendance to tlie number of 
S,o 85. The proportion of Brahmia boys appears to have been about one-third 
Mr. May had also felt it necessary to divide the labour of supcrititendence 
by establishing an auxiliary school at Bankipore, fo tlie dirtrlcl of iVoddea, 
under the superintentlenoe uf Mr. Haric, one of the assisUnta on bin 
establiabment.

Was est blifthed about the year ibao, by an association of prirale gentle¬ 
men, chiefly for the putpomt of aifording to the warrant and ttoti-conimjEsioii- 
cd officers of the wrveral corps and departments at fhat station Ihr means of 
obtaining superior inslrm tlon to Ihnl which the regimental scHootfi afforded, 
Tlir Futopean and other lads who tirtl attended it were taught the elemcniBry 
parts of divinity, geography, history, and arithmetic, to which it was intended 
t0 add the bifthrr hranebra of klTowledRe. eurJi w trigDnnmctn*, mcnsuiation. 
and tlic uw o^ the gtob«^ fio 30on as Its funds i^auld admit ftl addiwt^n 
In February 1813- a very favourable report of progress «f ihr 
children who wre ihon in the school was submitted to the Government by 
Maior General Lewis Thomas, the commanding officer at Cawnpore. It w»!^ 
observed that the English, Hindoo, and Mahomedan bds. who were all edu^ 
cated logether, mutually assisted each other in the acquisition of their sevwal 
language and partfcularly in the correct pronunciation of them ; that 
native children flocked to the school In pursuit of the English language, with 
an ardour ot mind truly gratifying; and partkuUrly tlat ^wral « sepoys 
froni the corps ol the station, as well a* a Dumber of Maliomedan and 
Hindoo grown-np lads of the most respectable families, had become class 
Wlows with the English boys *n reading Hie Bible, wWiout disr-vernig the 
slightest bbicetton on the score ut the prejudices in which Hury were born, 
null among those who thus read the Bible, and appeared vehement y 
d^rous of ondeistandmg what they read. lhe« were some who bad net only 
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M^ttirtd a (Tonifeiful faciUiy In tKr isles of EngfUti cfplioring and aHilimtrUc« 
but were, read in Arattlc aitd In Eui’tid'a Elemante."

This gentleman repwicd to tbe cbiei secretary to Govemiseot in 
Septemliei >8a3i that eotuidnnng the ignntanee and immontlity ol the tna£d 
of the people, and acti^ed by a desire to improve iboir moral and tn- 
tellectual condition, be bad ai different periods since the year 1814, InattiJited 
schools for Ihr insirncltoti of about do boys, cblldfeH of ihe ^emindnrs, or 
peasantry, in reading and writing ihe Persian tanguage. at an expense 10 
klmself of about R^ £00 per mevscai, Thu institution be propcoed to place 
under tbe patronage of ibe (ivr-ernineiit, and rccommendeil flut it should be 
extended so ^as to afTord inttructioa in the Eagti&b, Pondan and Hhitfod 
languages to 400 toys, thi^ chitdreii of acmlndara, at an expense of R$.8,4D0 
per a nricim. 

Tbe general rommitiee in whom Ibis propoeilloa was rdferred, coO' 
ndered tbe charge large in comparison with the extent g| benedi to remih 
from Ir, and with ilie village srboohi in 0iin«urab^ and objected, on general 
ptinciples, to lire Cnvertiraeiit cliargtng the school land with this eapendi- 
ture, remarking that that fund was noi equal 10 any extended patTonegr of 
vUliiige schools, and that as the peasantly of^few otlier countries w^ld bear 
a rompxHsoo as to tberr ftate ol education with those ot meoy parts of 
BrlliBh liirfioi |lie tioiiHird funds under the CommStleD's tnanagement ought in 
prefeiencr to be employed in giving a Ijbcral educ^liao to the higher classei 
of the comtnunity. The Govern men 1 enneurring in this opinion, Mr, Fnmr 
was informed Accordingly,

VIDYALA OR ANGLO fNDIAN COLLEGE 

Thia highly interesting and promising institalioa/' it is sinted, owes its 
origin to tlie mlelUgence and public ipirll of some of iJie Opulent native 
genUttmen of Calcutta, who associatsd togotlier in t&i6, and subscribed a 
c^pitfll sum of Rs. itijityp, in found a acminary for the tnsUuclion of Lhe 
sons of HtndooA in the European and AAialic languages and adcnces, ft was 
placed under the EupetinteniJencc of the General Committee, at the condition 
of [lecuniary aid, to the amoant erf 300 rupees pur month, for house-fCtiL 
aSorded to it ont of the cducalion fund and which the insufficienry of Its 
own funds had rendered necesaary. Mr. Ross (tho lorvmanol the Calcutta 
Mint] wni aImi appofKied jeclut<r 00 natural and exiHttimenlaj phllo^aphy. 
The report of the annual examinalion far 18^4-5, conducted by hfr Wilson, k 
referred to as contoinutg much interesting information: respecting the present 
state of thb iDMtltutiott,'iu growing pnpubGly and decided mrptmority, on its 
present footing, over any other affording tuition to the nalIves in the Esglbb 
language; with snveral Impoftant proprwilions for its improvement. In 
addition to the pecuniary aid of 300 ropeea per month, already mentiotied, il 
U proposed to procure a setcct Ubraty of books from England, and suine 
additional pliilosophica] apparatus. The ftporl of tSas. alum ircnived, gives 
a still more favourable view of the general character ol this InsiittiGon. the 
beneritit at which the most respectable classes of lhe native community 
of Calcotta have evinced a disposition to secure to their children, by smding 
them to pay for tlieir educaticn. Tbrt u ascribed pmtfy Lo the low rate of 
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ctuurge 3L «bich tbfl etjucallon w afforded, but the cruntoUlet »ddj miicb 
may xUo be attributed ’* to the tMasfoD of tibcral ideas, and to Uie con¬ 
fidence fell by the parcnls of the pnpiU in the presem iystein of mariage- 
ment/' The nomher of scholars, all mal^, b stated at ioO, and so long, the 
commutes add, aa such a number, all respectably connected, *'can be tralniid, 
fn oaeftir knowledge and tbe English language, a great improvement may 
be confidently anticipated m the intdlectnal character of the principal in¬ 
habitants of Calcutta," In order to accure the lOonlinueJ attendance of the 
more promisiDg popils, and to enable them to complete their conrae of study, 
a limited number trf scholawhip has been endowed by the Government. 

ENGUSH COLLEGE. 

In reporting on the Anglo-Indian College, the coramiUiee poinU-d out 
most imprcisjvely the want of adequate Instructions in the higher branches, 
the present preieplora not being (■qual to conduct young men far beyond 
elementary knowledge, and after commenting on the defcctivends of the 
means for raising the standard of nalive instruction, and imparting a 
knowledge of European scjmce and liteiature, and the difficulty of attempt' 

log to do 50 by translations in 10 the native languages, they proposed, and 

the GoTcmmetil sanotionedj the catablbhmeut of a distinct EniUOi 
for Ihc ad mis-sinn of a certain number of the more adranced pupils from tlie 
Hind^ and hfahomedan oolleges, for gntuftous instruction in literature and 
■cience, by means of ihe Eogfisb langoage; for which purpose the Eduratlon 
Fund could afford an income of Ra. i^.ooo per annum, The Bengal Govern- 
menl solick the Court’s sanction to tills college, and tequest that Uvu pre- 
ceptor*, one fof mat hematics, and the other for general literature and 
compoflition, may be selected and dispatched as soon as posaibte. The salary 
proposed to be assigned to each, is Rs- 400 per month, eiclusive of certmn 
contingent advantages; but the Government remart that a great boon would 
be conferred on the cause, if the Court of Directors w«t to appoint the 
two professors on liber!ii salaries free of charge on the education fund- 

On the various minor institutions for education, supported cittier from 
the fund 01 separately by Government, such as lho« al Chi^iurah, Cawn- 
fiart, Mynpuri^ and in Sajpottanah, no further information is 

afforded by the committee. 

THE PRESS. 

The establishment of a press, proposed by the oonuniWee a means 0! 
extending knowledge in India by the general Introduction of printed books, 
to be sold at a prlto insuring only n moderate profit, and Involving an outb? 
of Rs. 13,000; with an eatablbhment of Rs. 7*3 month] has been 
authorized. 
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Certificates ol cjiiaJificatlon, with small albirancts for limited periods, 
are alto aiiihariied to ibose tludcnta iwho are JeapabTe t>f bcinje admltied to 
employ^ments In the coirrts aod poblic offices, 

ContributioM towards the ediicaiioo fund Tiavc been received from 
Rajahp KalisankerGhosa^ Harinath Rate, and Budanatb Race, to the amount 
ol Ra.93,000 ; wbich sum lias been invested in Covcminenl securities, and 
the inleteBl is to be appropriated Sn emJowing sdbotarsbips- Tlie (lonors, 
^vlio were oiherw'ise deserving of notice, have been dtstlnguisbed by titles 
and honorary markf gt disUnctioii. 

The Bengal Government, in conciuding Uietr letter to the Court adviiing 
these proCte^Sngs, solicit countenance and encouragement; their declared 
object being to accomplish the wish nf the Itncie authorities, by encouraging 
the study of useful learn tog, and by diffnsmg soond practical knowledge 
among the native subject* of Britain in India, to the gradual esctusion of 
whatever is frivolous, imptofitahle, and positively mischievous, in scieucr 
and literature, 

THE DHAUGULPORE SCHOOL 

Was established in May 1823,01 the suggestion of Captain A- Montgo- 
merle, commander of the Hill Rangers, and placed under the superintendence 
of Captain John Graham, the adjutant of that corps; the Magbtrmte of the 
district being appointed viailoc on behalf of the GovcmtH'-Cenetal En Council, 
ii'bo constituted themselves its patrons. 

The object of this institution was to afford instruction in reading, 
writing, and arithmelEc to tlw reciuHj and children of the corps. The 
Government granted the sum of Ra, 1.500 for the erection of a school-house, 
endowed the school with a monthly allowance of Rs* 200, and assigned s 
salary of Ro, too per oionth lo the superintendent. 

lo 1S24, the Bishop of Calcutta being in the neighbourhood ol this 
school, visited it, ond eapTUssed surprise and delight at the progress of the 
thUdren in tending and writing the Nagrce character, and in cyphering, a* 
well as his general approbalion of die pLin oi instruction which had been 
adopted and pursued- A present of Ra. 100 was upon tlial occasion made by the 
Magistrate to the schoolmaster, Mr. Carter. This aum the Govcmintait has eince 
aljowed to be charged to the Company, together with 15 rupees per month 
for bungalow hire till the whool-ioom should be erected, and fitti augmented 
the salary ol the iuperintendent, from the isi September >824, Ra. too

TANJORE SCHOOLS. 

From a very early period ft appeal* that the Protestant misiiiun 
condiicted successively hy Messrs. Zeigenbaldi Gericke, kientander and 
Swartz, under the patronage of Uie Society for prhmotmg CfadEtian 
Knowledge, had school^ al their several stations ol Madrnsi CuddalorCj 
Tanjoie and Trkbtnopoly, in which they instnscted the natives, and in aid 
of which Uiey obtained occasional grants from the local govmiinents, and 
pennissron from the Court of Directors to receive fcom ihe society in England 
various aupplies, bee of freigbt 

In 1787, the Court of DireetoFSi authorised a permanent annual grant 
towards the support of time schools ivhich had been esl^labed with the 
sanction of the nspecUve Rajahs at Tanjore, Ramenedaponim and Sbeva- 
gtinga, ol 250 pagcidas each. These schoots were under tlic dlreduai of 
Mr. SwaiU- The Court further directed, that a sfmiUf allowance should be 
granted to any other schooU which might be opened for the tame purpose. 

According to the latest hooha of estabtlshment, the charge on this account 
W’os ** for two Protestant Schools at Tanjore and Comfaaooiimn, R*. 4,200 pier 
antram^^ t together with a pension or allowance to Mr. Kothuop, a retired 
teacher, of Ra* 420, maluDg ^ total of R-*t 4 , 4 ao perAnnnni. 

In 1824, the widow Swaita enjoyed a pensioiD from the British Got'crn- 
ment of two pagodas per month, at Negapalnani j and an unmarried female of 
the same name a monthly allowance of one £an&m.(3}

at (he suggestion and under the dlreciion of the military chaplain at that 
cantonment, and by the voluntary contributions oi several Europeans at the 
Presidency. The abject of thu school waa to afford demeotaiy instnictiott 
or, the Lancastcriin plan to the lialf^aete and oairve chltdien of the mnitary 
and others resident there. The object as welt as the plan of tuition bclag 
higldy approved by the Government, an endo'vment of 300 pandas per 
antmm was granted from the ist January i8i3.(x} 

THE EXPERIMENTAL ESTABLISHMENT OF M». ROSS 
COLLECTOR OF CUDDAPAH. 

In 1814. the attention of the Board of Revenue was called to the 
jramerous instances which bad occurred among the native servanU of 
Government of extensive embezzlement and fraudulent combinalinn, and an 
enquiry wM instituted respecting the cauaet of the prevalence of those 
crimes and the meanfi of tounteracting ibcm. A draft Regulation for Ute 
punishment of offenders was prepared and circulated to the several rnUeclotx 
for their report thereon, accompanied by directions that lliey would olior an.y 
suggestions which might occur 10 them, as to the means best ralcubited to 
excite the natives to a faithfot discharge oi their public diUies by the (lope of 
reward rather than by the dread of punbbmenL 

Mr, Rnss, the oolleclor of Cuddapah, in the report subniUted by him <m 
the above ocrasioo, suggested that great advantages would result from pvJng 
education to the natives of India, and offered ti> (he eoasideration of Govern* 
ment a plan far providing proper education and moral instruction for young 
men. particularly Brahmins, from the age of twelve or iWfteat to (hat ol 
eiglttcen or twenty, and hy estahtishing an mstiiutfon for education In every

to Ihft ttooniTneRtlaliOfi ol thr: Ruvonuo Bfliitrdi ttie luiijrct 
was referred to the College Board for their consideration and rrpon- The 
Covernmcnl. fmwever. entertaining great doubt whdher the prt^owd 
measure would be found of siifficlent efficac>' lo answer the end proposed, and 
observing that it admitted of a limited experiment, authorired such an 
mcpciiment to be in Cuddapah, under the superintendence of Mr, Rois, 
wliose superintendence they observed afforded (he beat prospect of success. 
Mr. Ross waa at the same time cautioned against incurring any ooneiderahlt: 
expense or giving any pledge in the confidence of success, which, in llie 
event of falluie, might be found to be tncunvcnicnl. He died not long

FREE SCHOOLS AT PALAMCOTTAM AND TINNEVELLY. 

fn i8r9> the Rev Mr. Koitgb, cbaptaln at Paluneott^h^ so!kited rrom 
the Government pecuniary aid to the rxtcDt of 25 pagwlas per month for 
the snpport of two schools, the 00c at Palamcottah, the otb« at Tlnnevelty, 
which he had opened in the preceding years 1817 and 1818, tinder the auspices 
of the Madras ttrresponding Committee of the Church Missionary Society 
for the instructian of native youth in reading, writing, anthraetic aitd Ihe 
elements of English grammar. These schools were iwder the toitnedlate 
superintendence of the Rev, Mr. Hough ; they were attended by natives of all 
castes; the books used in them, were the NewTe6biinent,Sclt3ni’s History o1 
the Etjble, llte Psaiter, with Liodley Motray^s Gfauiniari and the usual English 
spcUing'faooks j and it was observed if^ the Introdnctioa ol the Christian 
Scripture eaell^ no alarm lo the minds of the natives. The Ma^s 
Government conceiving, htrwflver, that they were not interested in the support 
of schools of such a ttature. dedieed compliance with the appUeatioti. 

Upon receipt of advices from Madras comnumicating the above facts, 
the Com observed that with tbe strong evidence before them of the utility 
of these schools, of Ibeir acceptable ness to the natives, and of their able sad 
judicious ^perinlcndejice by lUe chaplain of Polamcoitali, they could cot 
but regret that they were nat anpported, and desfred to be informed of the 
grounds on which the Madras government came to the determination not to 
snppoft them, fn reply, those gronods were alleged to be, the private 
character of the achooia, the unccrlain caatimiance of the Rev- Mr- 
Nought snptrinteivdeitct, and the probable intonventence of the precedent; 
but the GovErnment promised lo bear In mind the Court** wishes respetting 
these schools, when the general subject was gone into upon receipt of Uie 
Board of Revenue's then capected report , with whtcii eaptanation the Court 
w‘as satisfied. 

COMMITTEE OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION AT THE PRESfDENCY. 

On the Revenue pteccedings of the and July 1822, Sir Tliomaa Munro 
recorded a minute, rccorninendittg as an object of iotenst and iinportauce 
that the heat information should be obtained of the actual state of education 
in Us various branches among the native inhabjtajjli of the province* under 
ihc Madraj Goir^nmcnt»(r)

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A circular kller was necordiiigly ad<!res»ed to tlie aevcwi cgUrctofJi 
accotPj»amed by a blank form, according to which they were reqaired to 
furnish, for the iofamation of Gorv-cinmeiil, lists of sdwola within thek 
several collecior^tes, specifying the numbers of scholars, Veda» scholars, 
Soodta wKolars, and schokfs of all other casiea, both inals and female, 
in the saVeraI schools; alto of Mtunolman scholars; and a returtl of the 
poptdalion of llie several districts respectively. The cotleciors were further 
required to state the names of Uie books generally read at the sdtools, the time 
which scholars usually continue at the schools, the monthly or yearly charge 
to the scholars,-and wheilier any of the schools are endowed by the public ; 
and if so, the nature and amount of the fund. Sir Thomas Muoro also 
observed in his minute, ttiat " when there are colleges and other Instltutioiis 
for teaching tlieology, Uw, astroiioniy, etc. an account should he given of 
ihum. Tliese sdenees,''he remarks " arc usually taught privately, witheut 
fee or reward, by individuals to a lew scholars or dhtipUs^ but there are also 
some instances In which the native governments have graated allowances in 
money and land for the maintenance of the teachers." 

“In some dlstiicks,'* he.adds, ** reading and ^VIiting are confined almost 
entirely u> flrahmine and tbs meixantite class; m some they estend 
to other classes, and are prclly general among the poiails of villages and 
pf]{i^Ipg| ryots- To the women of Dtahmins and of Ifmdoos in ^^neral 
tlicy arc unknown, because the bhowtedge of them is prohibited, and re- 
)^rded as unbecoming of the modesty of the sea, and fit only fur public 
dancerS' Bui among the women of Rujbunilab and some other tribes of 
Hindoos, who seem to Imvc no prejudice of this kind, they are generally 
taught. The prohibition against women learning to rend is prohably, from 
various causes, much less attended to In some districts than in others j and 
as it U povri bie that In every district a few females may be found in the 
reading schools, a column has been enlercd lor them in the form proposed to 
be sent to tbs collector. The luixed and impure castes seldom learn to 
read ; but us a few of them do, i^umns are left for them in t!ie form." 

"It b not my intention," Sir Thomas adds, " to rccommend any inter- 
reicnce wluUever in the native schools. Everything of this kind ought to 
be carefully avoided, and the people should be left to tonnage thsir schools 
in their own way. 

All that we ought to do is to facilitate the oi«mloiis of these schools, 
by restoring any funds tliat may have been diverted from them, and perhaps

Tlie Court of Directors gave great credit to Sir Tlmmaa Munro. for 
having originated this inquiry, raserving their scnUmenis on the subject at 
large till the coUcclora* reports should haw been received. The Court 
BevertheJeas rcroarked, that the most defective part of the information 
whiclt would probably be elicited by this inquiry, would be that which relates 
to the quality of the instruction which the existing education affords. But 
of this the Court add, '* tw shah be able to form a more correct opinion, when 
we see what the reports contain, h was proper to caution the conectera 
against exciting fears in the that their freedom of dioice in 

tnatters of education would he interfered with. But ft would be equally 
wrong to do anything to fortify them m the absurd opinion, that their own 
rude institutions of education are.so perfect as not to admit of izaproveoieat” 

In June i8ad, the Madias Government forwarded to the Court of 
Directors the several rehirns which they had received through the Board of 
Revenue, from the collectors, accompanied by aa'abslracl of tliose ceturna 
prepared by the Board i of irhich the following is the summaiy.

Mr. CampbeT], the Cultector of Bellary. gives the titfes of several 
books which we read at the school*, and enter? very largely into a detail 
of the mode of itistnictlon pursued In Uieoi, and of the several languages 
taught there 

On the revenue proceedings of the toih Match 1826, Sir Thomas 
Munro recorded a minute containing his ot»ervattons on the informaiton 
eomumnicalcd by the ooJlectors in their reports to the Revenue Board. 

From these reports, he remarks, '’U appeaci that the numbte of schools, 
and of what are called colleges in the territories under the presidcflcy. amenal 
to ii.4p8, and the population to 12.850,941, to that there fs one schrwl W 
every- i.ooq of the populatfom but as only a few femalts urs taught in 
Kchoolsj Vi'e may reckon nno school to every ,soo of the population.'' 

The observation oT ilie Board ot Revenue, that the proportion of the 
population fMcivlng edticitihn did not exceed , h (ij. Sir Thomas Monro 
remarks, is corrert only as it regards llie whole population, but not as regards 
ihe male part of it, of whicb the propoition is much greater. 

The male popnkLmi} he wHmalcs at 8 , 43 S,oea The proportion of this 
number, "between the agts of five and ten years, which is the period, 
which boys in general remain m school" he uke* at one-uintb or 7,13.000,

He firrlhcr observe?, that low aa the abtte of education in India is ad. 
mtUed to be, compared with tbai of our own country, it b even now. he 
thinks, higher than It was in moat European countrlei at no very diiUut 
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pcTMctr '* It Kb 9 AO <iottbt” be edih, ** (leen belter in eariicr titnn, bat for 
the lest cenlwry h doe« abt Appear to have undergone any other change than 
what arosw front the number of schools diminUhisg in one place and fncmaa-. 
{ng in Another, in consequence of the shifting of the p^ulation, from 9 ar 
and other causes." 

Tits igoorance of professed teachers and poverty of pnrenis, are consi* 
dered as ttie causes which now combine lo keep education in a low «tate. 

Owing to the comparatively great number of professed teachc/s, the 
ntunber of schotars attached to each is small, and ihe^onthly rate paid by each 
scholar does not exceed from four to six or eight annas. So that Icaohcfs 
do ikot riftt wore t han si* or seven rupees monthly, which la not cooBidotecI 
an allowance sufficient to induce men properly qualified to follow the pro¬ 
fession. 

To remedy these defects, be suggests the i tidon mont of schools through 
tbe country by the Government. As a preliminary mes-Tiire, be proposes a 
school educating teachers at Madras, on the plan suggested hy the 
Madras School-book Society, towards ^hich be feeommends that Urn GoveiC- 
ment should allow 700 rupees per month } also, that two principal scliools 
shoold be cstablUhed in each oollectorate^ one for Hindoos and the other foe 
Mahomedans, and that hereafter, as teachers can be found, the Hindr^ 
schools should be ao^cfited "so as to give one to each tehsildary, which ' 
would be about fifteen to each collectorate. Tbe Uahomedan population 
not -tSinuating (q aboTc onye-twcntlctb of the Hindoo, it b cansidered sufficienc 
to establish one Mahomedsn school in each call^orate excEpt Arcnt and a 
few other collcctoiatcs. where the proportion of the MaboRtedao population is 
grealer.

Although, it is observed, thr salary of nine rupees monthly from Govern¬ 
ment to each I fachrf may appear small, yet when h is ronindered Ibat the 
teachers mil get as much again from their scfiotam, their sltoallon will 
probably be better than ibai of parish schooimurjtprs to Scotland, fr* order to 
the execuliott of thja plan, the Court’s xanctioo is toUdled for a diihutWfiBcfit 
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of not tssfr thsn ttfllF & Ik irf lupecs, cxcluilvc of jtay public cndowBicnt^i 
which tnay be fcHU!davaJl3.tile, 

capcnsc Sit Tbonas M □ nro adds-i *' Gotcf ntneo t may 
incur in the ediJcaUon of iJie p«pTr, will be amply tepaJd by the imprwre. 
mcnt of the country j for the ^neral diffusion of knowledge is inseparabiy 
folloutd by more orderTy habits, by tncreaemg bduslry, by a Uste for tbe 
comforts of fife, by exertion U> acquire them, and by the groxHhg prosperity 
of the people.'* 

The minnie of Sir 1 homas jVlunro concludes by recontmending the 
appoininient of * Ctftnmittfe ef Puh^iic in$tirvtti9i*, nnd by ao expressinn of 
the most entire confidence in the final success of the meature, although he 
caneur^iit the opiaion that that success must be progressive and will be alow. 

i*h a Very slight tnodifreatioo, the Council have conettrred in their 
President s suggesttuns, which are accordingly recommended for adoption by 
the Court of Dirmitorsi and the following gentlemen have beeo appointed a 
Committee of Public Instruction at Madras: H. S. Grame* junior, W. Oliver, 
John Siokes and A. D. Campbell, esquires. 

TIiMt gentlemen have been Informed that the object of their appoint, 
menl U the general improvement of the education of the people in the Urri. 
tone* subject to Fort Sl George. They have been directed to acquaint 
themselves fully with tU actual utate, and to consider and report lo Govern- 
men! frnm liine to time the results of their inquiries and deliberations respect¬ 
ing the best means of impioviag U. They have also been informed, that it 
was intended to commit (o them the duly of directing and stiperintending the 
conduct of such measures as tt might be deemed proper to adopi with 
referenre to that great object. Detailed irutruetTons have also been given to 
them, founded on the swggestians contained in tfic minute by Sir Thomas 
.Munro, and nearly in the temts of that minute. Mr, George Hync was appoint- 
edU«irsc:CTetaty.and* disburaemeot ot Rs. 45.000 per annum autborired. 
JnclBi^Te of R». 6,000 per aoinim, and exclusive of a donation of Rs. 3,000 in 
aid of the funds of the Madras Sdmol-boolt Society, whose benevolent 
la^ur* are warmly cclogised. and a confident persuaaiofl expressed tliat (Hey 
vHlI, by furnishing good sdiooUboota, materially contribute to the atUrnment 
of iTta end tar which the committee has been insUloted.

In March 1752, Iko additional 
chaplains were appelated tor TdCcIiefy and Anjango, “that the mtag 
genenlian might hr tftatrorted in the ProtesUnt religion. " The Court also 
recomnifmded to the Bombay Government ” tlir aetUng up and establishing 
charity schools, wfaomin the children oI soldiers, marinera, topasses, nnd 
others, migh i be educnled well at the subordinates as aj Bombav, '* and 
pTOiaisedthc Company's aasisiance In the execution of any plan which 
be found practicable. By a subsequent order,* baalaids and the 
ehildrea of slaves 00 one side were to be admitted to the schools, if tlie 
ctiuldren W'ould mis with tJbem> 


THE BOM BAV SCHOOL AND MRS. BOYD'S CHARlTY.t 

In the year 1767, Mrs. Eleanor Boyd bequeathed about 6,000 rupees for

The Botnhitjr Govf'mment have ntso supplied ilie soefrijupratuitoiwiy 
with A iiihographit press, and bare recomme 1 tiled the pubitcaihiit of scvcml 
useful workSi particularly eltnnentaty boohs in geometry and in ethics, so 
wiitlen as to discoujiiennnra the maniige ot bfaitfs, ejipraitve fnaslsi and 
otber erroneous practices of the Hindoos. 

In 1834, it was pToposed to untie this society with tlie SeJiooI Society of 
the Souiheni Concan, but the pmjrel Vra* suhsequenUy almtidoned. 

By the re|Mrt Of the soctety*a proceedings in the year 1824.5, appears 
that a very HbetaJ cunttibiiiton of Ra 5,550 tiaa U-rii nude by 24 native 
genlirmvn, towards erecting buildings for the use of the sodety. 

This report also contains a list of elenientary wraths printed and puhUshed 
by the society, Cfunpre hen ding grammart, dictioniriesv and spellihg boohs of 
tho MiltruHcf, G-xijraltee, and Hindooatannee languages, with some efe. 
mentary hooka ol ArithmetiL'. Genraetry and Gcogiapliy, arid a few books 
of fabh-s and tales. 

Dr. John Taylor having bequeathed 10 tlie Company bi« Ti*luabte 
SaiiBcril. MahroUa, and Cux-faUee library, t| was prcMntrd to (lie Native 
School-bocvlt and School Society, in the name of the Cempany, as the 
(bnndation of a native Ubiary. 

By the aocaly’s rrpon or"r8as.:r6, sobmUted to the Govenicirai in 
Uarch 1826, it appears that 25 Maltrauas and 16 Goojntues bad lie«n 
admiLted as school masters ilticc the date of tbeir proredtng leport. fi)

The first and principal evil meotioneil is ihe deplorable deKcieocy of 
books of ittstructlon, of w^hich it is stated there are actoally none ii» the 
vernacutor dLilecU ol tlfc two provinces. 

The second. U»e want of an easy and cffacadous method Of imparting 
instruction. 

The third, the want of properly (jualLrtrd persons. 

The fourth, the 'want of funds. 

Tlw remedy to llie^rer of these evils, the committoe conceive, can only be 
found in the exertbB» of European gentlemen acquainted with ihe languages, 
and Cipablc ol pointing out to dmeh intclTigenl natives as may lend their 
asBistaiuie, the proper mode of reducing languages to fixed Tulca and 
principles, and of emptoyingltiern i« the trauilalion of auch works from 
Eitgludt as may be approved of by the Directors, Th^ therefore roeoinmench 
o serios of publieaiioos ^^pted to the obiect of imparling elementary 
knowledge, to which the laboure of the Education Scanty wi(!, U b etpected, 
materially contribute, Tl« daaa of publications referred 10 is wholly ele¬ 
mentary, embracing language, arithmelic, gpogTaphy, airtrottomy. philosophy, 
history and ethics- The scale- of remuneration fo the trandntors to be 
governed wholly by the merit of U»e producUori- And tt is lecommcncled that 
Ilthogmpfitc presses should be employed, as most ceonoitiical, and peculiarly 
adapted to a free open writing bond. 

To remedy the Xiiond evil meittbnrd, it U suggested, alter a comparison 
of the Malnbi*' system of tuition with ttie more extended and improved 
plans ol Lancaster and Bell, that Uie latter shonid be adopted as possessing 
advantages. The committee recommend that tho siody of 
English should be provided for and pcrmiiied, ^ a reward to those who may 
have Bucoessfully attended to Uie study of the Malirelta and Giucrattee 
languages. To remedy ilic third evil, it La pnjposed to assemble al Bombay, 
and initiate into Ihr system of education^which It is designed to ptomoie, a 
certain number of young men who are aflenvarda to be stationed as head 
•aastert and superintendents on salary as follows :

As the only available remedy for the'/oKi'/i evil, the want of fands< the 
rammiliee make their appeal to the liberality of Government } after ibowlng 
by the annual iiatement of the School-book Society's funds, their own hi' 
ability to meet the additkoal charge. 

In a minute recorded by Mr. Warden on the loregoing paper, that 
gentleman suggested the necessity .of great caution in rendering assistance to 
the natives, in procuring educalion, lest they should be led to depend too 
much on Government for the edur^tion of their children i He Buggested that 
a preference should be held oui m dte appointmenu to official sitoalions, lo 
those who mlj^t f^ualify themMives in portldilar attainments, rnakiog It a 
rule that no person , ol whatever rank, iihoold be eniployed without being 
able to read and write. Mr. Warden also suggested Uial advantages might 
be attained from fiu£irer//y ettcooraging the missionary sodeUrs, who have 
httheno promoted edoeauioa with tuocesi. *' f entirely concur,^ ' he obserres, 
'with the Governor In the expediency of abstaioiog from all altempti at religiotu 
impTOTcment j yet so long as the natWee do not complain ol the interference 
of the misstDRsries with their prejudices, and so long oa they prosecute their 
bbourl with the camion and judgment they haw hitherto n^ifesLed, their 
exertloDs cannot fall of being profitable. Even if tliey combine religious 
with moral lutructton, uo danger will arise out of thetr agency. Tlie 
benericial result may nttt bo imiDcdiatoly cootpicuous, yet it must ultimately 
appear, even 11 Urmted to the rducation of the Tower classes of the natives. 
If education should not ,■ produce a rapid change In Ihelr opiniolu on the 
fallacy of their own teligion, it. wilt at least render them more honest and 
mdostrious subjects.^ 
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Mr. Warden did not fully concur wilU the president ia the propriety of 
adopting some of the measures snggesieil by ihe especial commUtee, The 
/rerr. he thought, might be more usefully employed in aid of the great 
object contemplated, were its services rendered lesa directly under the control 
of Giwenimenl, and encouragemenl nterely glveo to sodi of its Kponiaacoos 
productions as might be calculated for eatenwVe usefptnea. After considei^ 
able discusmon among the members of the Council, wboiw? minutes' are 
ftoorded on the proceedings ol the leth March 18341 it was resolved to defer 
the dedsioD of the Governor in Council for tbe present, on the question of 
aiding the Native School-book and School Sodetyt hi tlie manner and to Uie 
extent stated in tbe repoit of ttie special contmltlee of that someiy { but to 
apply to Eoglaad for lithograpbic presses for the use o( Ibe sode^j to aliour 
a monthly rent of 80 rupees for a receptacte or depository for tbe pubUcations 
of the society and place of meeting for its ooramitee; and to afford the other 
aids mentioned in the report of the sodety already quoted.

Mr Fari&h, “ on^ of tb£ greateU «bjecUon» Iju c^tablUlilng iuiini;(W< new 
schools at once, iftat the persons who wooi^ be etniiloyedt might be expecteH 
(ftom the experience wa have aJpt'ady a^uiredj to optHjsc or to aegleci the 
introtluction of sny imprevements cither in tf e mnUer or tlie t}i:jn«cr of Ins¬ 
truction, tvithouta much more vigilant £urop«in superlntendeocc than couti) 
possibly be afforded. A great delay in the eiiAhrisfiin^' nf >4'ii<m1s at tlie 
.presidcocy has arisen from ihc oecessily of edpentinp lit'" ^himl rrTaatcra in 
the firrt instance) and a number of youUis are With ihaf vh.m uuHer 
lion. If, therefare, it be resolvedr that Covertiment sboutd awist in esiabliab- 
ing scliools where they an not, the first step for rendering them really useful 
would be, to collect youths for the purpose of instructing Ihein according to a 
proper system, and til proper books and brancbcs of kTiowlcdge, and after 
they hate aitaincd sufRdent to qualify lUem for the duty at a school which 
can he ably superintended, to appoint them to the schools for which they 
have been elected. 

" WJlb such masrera the improvod spieni will be carried on, by the influ¬ 
ence of the same motive which with of her masters would oppose Improve¬ 
ment, they wotdd teach in the manner in which they had bean taught. In the 
only way which they itftdcistood, 

“The extension of education by this means might not bo so great in 
Ibe first three yean, as it would be by esfabllshirtg at once schuots with such 
masteiv as are now to he met with, but after that it would extend as speedily 
and much more efltciently. ll will noi, however, bo without dlfficutty, for 
it will probably meet with opposition from the prciMioi teachers/^ 

Mr. Parish aUo decidedly recommends the use of the society's books, 
and of lithography In the conduct of the «i:JioolB, and submits that the aid of 
Govornm^t will be the only pecunUry resource to be relied upon for their 
support- He adverts to a plan submitted by Msjur Robertson for keeping 
in the hands of the collector the patronage of the seboob, which he Iblnkx

might be renderd, if it were not too unpopular, a most important means of 
improving education; the plan having been adopted and followed with success 
by Lieutenant Jervis in the Soulhcrn Cootan.

The col lectors ami their assutants to visit the school at tbelr dlecrotiofl 
mthout previous notroe, and bestow small rewards tor eatiaordiaary dili^ce. 

The certificates of merit obtained at school abal' eatiUe to employiaent 
In Ute public service, in preferentx to any individuals who have oot such 
ccTtificalea. 

Monthly returns of the scholars and their comparaitve proficient to be 
made to Gbvemmentt aitd checked every half-year by the mabmutdarr and 
eherutadors of the villages. 

Certain specified daasea ol persona capable of paying fat the education 
td tbeir cblidrcD, uot to be allowed to'receive it at the Govemmenl^s expense- 

The office of scbool-.niasLer to be no longer in any case considered 
hereditary | but the IndividoaU who fii) U to be liable to diamission fay the 
CulleCtor for miaciHHlaet; and in coses, where the office has been hereditary, 
ttje succesaoc to be appointed to be tbeneareil qualified relative of the pemnn 
dbmissedj who may be witling to undertake the duty. 

The ordinary term of school tag to be fourryeara, or till llio scholar has 
attained the age of la years ; but in coses where tlie scholars do not go tq 
school till they have attained the age of ten yeora or more, then only three 
yeors^ schooling to be allowed them at the public expense.

By these repdrU of the collectors and nu^pstrates. it is stated, in tlte com¬ 
munication to the Court of Oimctoni. that former impnssaions as to the actual 
itate of science among the natives of India are couGrmed, " that education 
is in A Ion state throughout the country^ dtat the instmction imparted in 
achoots esteads, with very limited exceptionsj only to such an elementary' 
acquaintance wUU wnttog and aritlimetic as is ahsoluiely necessary for the 
hutine^ of n shopkeeper or tulbtee •, that but a smalt proportion uf the people 
aciqutre even this knowledge; and ihai the aid of Govemaient, in providing or 
assisting in the remuneration of «choul-.maatxrs, is essential to any advance¬ 
ment of learning, if not tq the preservation of the very lorfltotcntacd defective 
meajis of instruction now existing/' 

On these several papers, the president and memhers of council recorded 
mmutes, generally corvcuiring In the observalions and siiggeatioiu of Mr. 
Karish, and particularly in the necessity of giving the earliest attention and 
encouragement to the education of school-masters, whlcli it was proposed 
and resolved to do,* even pen^nga reference to llie Court of Directors; also, 
fay affording every encouragement to the pUns already in progress under 
the Education Society. 

The minute of Hr. Goodwin contains the fottowing elrservatihns on the 
general ijuestion respecting the expediency of Government's adopting some 
plan for improving the educatbn of the naUves, although he declares his 
own notions as to the beat mode of prosecuting that object to be by no 
means settled. '‘'Although,*' hs says, •‘•tiicre are many village scfioola in 
existence in the territories attached to thia presidency, the instruction 
received through ihk channel is almost exclusively confined to ilit mete 
ekmcoiary parts of education, ivhidi go into iJie biialneAS of a shopkeeper 
or tullatee; the moral and reltgiona improvement,of the scholars forming, 
in fact, no part of the system In operation; it ts tiierefore obvious, thal if 
measurea be not taken to puah education beyond this scale, the rising 
genefstten can scancety be expected to advance In civiluation. f ought, 
perhaps, to say, that they must retrojpade, and appear les* estimable to 
Hufopenns than they have liiLherto done, since il cannot be denied, that our 
rule has relaxed many of those testralots which the policy of native stales 
inipused upon the camluct of tlielr mibjecu. Among the rest, the use of 
spirituous liquor*, under tlm Hahtalta governmeDt, was. I believe, so guarded, 
that on Intoxicated person was rarely in be seen In any of their towns, aniJ 
whenever seen severely mulcted. I fear the vtre of drunkenness is now

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oinct) more common, and looked upon with much lw» aLhotrence than 
fonncfly. The question, then, seems to be, by whai njeans «e BJe tiJeeJy 
to w«in ihem from sooh degntding propenaitiM, and to recall them to the 
practice of those moral virtues which their own iostittiUons eaaded. Otlvef 
xllurementa may be suggested, but eduraiioii b surely the safest, and at 
the same time the most general. It iritt go into the cabin of everj- villager, and 
while it conducts iiim to at tain menu which, without general instructfon, we can 
hanlly e»pea to wte iulroduced among the lower orders, as objects of study, it 
amsi infuse into their minds ideas that will gtadually subdue their supetstitions 
and prejudices, and conlribule to theb elevation in the scale of civilisation." 

The objects in coimectioo with th» subject to which the Court's axteiitian 
1% now particularJy directed, as needing their countenance and pijcuniory 
support, are the following* of which the three first are connected with the 
diffusion ol educatEon in its early stages among all ranks of the people.. 

First.—The impfovemetrt of schools, and locreasa of their number by 
educating schooUmasters, and gradually establishing new snhools. The Naliw 
School-book and School Sockiy has been aathonied to proceed in the education 
of school-masleti* and to report to Govetoment from time to time such as 
HTTC found qualified. 

_ The publication of acbooidjooks. The aodety has also been 

autborired to proceed wttli this work on a limited scale, aJi estimates 
taceeding 3,000 rupees to be subraUlcd to Goveimroent previously to the 
expense being incurred. 

Third, — The encouragement of schools and educatiori among the lower 
orders^ by the eitablishmenl of esaminations. certificates and pri^esi both 
to scholars and masters. 

Tlie other objects recommended to the attention of the court are 
connected witJi the eneouTagemenlof the higher bra nchca of knowledge, via.—

Sevf Hih.—Rewards to natives for good original ««iys on subjects of 
natural 01 moral science to luy of thu spoken Ungnagci of India. Tlie 
Nattye School Society has Jikewiu been allowed tn offer sutli rewards j to 
fugnlaiB the subject, and to fix the scale of mfiiit by which the revrwds are 
to be adjudged. Mr. Elphinstone proposes that this reward be liberally 
grained "to any nnlive »rbo sfwuJd produce an essay containing any thing

In pursusnce of ihe doternitnalios to whidi Uw Govermnent of Bombay 
hat come to adopt, pending a reference to the Cooit of Oirectort, cetlaiti 
measures for the promotion of educatioii among cbe ruititreo, the ioltowing 
specific measures have been agreed upon. 

To grant to the Native School and Schoot-book Society 3 bill on 
Calcutta for a supply of Balbodh types, and to forward an indent for other 
printing Rtateriala to the Court of Directors. Mr, Warden dissented from 
this resolution, and recorded a minute, in which be proposed to Umtt th^ aid 
afforded by Government to this society to a fixed monthly gtant. leaving the 
society to look for further aid to other somtes. (t) 

Tlie Bengal GovernmenL in Movember forwarded to Bombav, 

for the use of the society, ■ quanii^ of medical books, which had been 
printed at Calcutta in the languages of the Bombay side of India. (3} 

fn December 1825, the Bombay Government ordered the society to 
comply with an ap^icatioa received, Uirongh the commissioner in the Deccan, 
from the collector En the Kamatic, for a soppty of Mabratta books. (3} 

The ^society Itas ^so obtained permlsston to receive the pmceeiis of 
the sale of their books through the several collectors; and the difference 
between the amount granted to them monthly and that which they had 
drawn, has been paid to them, for the purpose of enabling them to defray 
the expense of new buildings which they had erected. (4) 

In Jaooaiy 1836, Major Robertaon, the collector of Kandelsh, submiued, 
through the commissioner In the Deccan, a proposal to g;raiil a salary of 
fifteru rupees per month to the pnntajee of Pcempalonre, who had long 
conducted a Mahratta school according to the native system. It was also 
proposed that Government should purchase a house for him. and grant land 
to provide for iu expenses; both proposals were acceded ta Upon the 
pontajee bebg called upon to assign ressons for reijutring a salary for the per- 
foTTuancr of duties which he had long professedly performed without one, he 
gave an answer to the following effect, that he was formerly independent, 
trusting to the receipt from bis pupils of whatever thdr respective meant 
might ei^le them to afford; but toe present system tendered him dependent, 
by subjjectisg him to a periodical scrutiny, to be coadnated fay the 
mahmutdar, and fay binding him to complete the education of a pupil bi 
the space of three years ; and that the prospect of obtaining a compenaation 
larger in a small degree than he formerly received was not, in hU estimation, 
even suffieicni to cciunterbdaa« these evils. He preferred obtaining n

THE ENGINEER INSTTTUTTON AT BOMBAY 

Which is tnaintmned wftoielf at the expesse of the Government, and 
strpeHotended by Captain Jervis* is filled diiefty by native youths r the 
proportion I being on the t3ih September iba4i the date kA the engineer's 
last report* abont 36 natives 10 14 lads of European descent, or of colour. 
Of the natives several are sons of wealthy inhabitants* and have been allowed 
to enter the instltatiOiO) not with a view to public service* but solely that 
they may acquire the sciences and arts which are taught liiereio. These are 
the elementary principles of arithmetic in its higher bcanches, geomriry. 
trigonometry, and the arts of drawing and surveying. The chief engineer 
represents the nalivvs, both Mahratla and Goeerattee, as studying jn tbe 
same daases with Europeans, and with equal success* and describes ihetr 
progress as having been rapid and tbeur attainments considerable. The 
Bombay government, in addition to tbe other expenses ol the instrtotton, 
have sanctioned prises in books and medaU, to tbe total annual value of 
igo rupees, (a) 

THE NATIVE SCHOOL SOCIETY OF THE SOUTHERN CONCAN, 

This society was formed on tbe tith June 1813, by the exertion-* ol 
tJeut -1 B. Jervis, for the establishment of native schools in tbe Sourhern 
Concan. It commcnoei) ita operations with a fund amottoting, in 4nnual 
subscriptions and donations, to 1,600 rupees, iociuding some liberal contrL 
butions made by natives ol distinction. With this sum three schools were 
estabtbbed at Rutnagherry, Nandewra, and Chlploon, for instruction in the 
Mahratla language. Elementary books have been supplied from the Presi* 
dency* and small rewards given to the most forward and altenUve children. 
In adihtion to the native sch^b, one school has been eiiablished at Rutna* 
gherry for instruction in thr Engiisb language. (3) 

The Governor in Council ol Rombay, upon lepresentadon* being made 
to them of the object and success of this institution, resolved in Junt^ 1824 
10 aid the sodsty by a grant of books, a donation of i,oao rupees, and an 
annual nibscription of 500 rupees. 

Tbe second report of this society was sabmiited to the Bombay Covem- 
ment in Ortobet 18x4. and ezhiMle the fottowing Ww of the then state of 
the schools: _

The Honourable Moontstnart Elphlnstonci in his. Reiiort <in the territories 
conquered from the Peishwii, submit led to tht Governor in Council 
b tSiq, stated, tlml b the PeishvraV time, an annual dutribiitlon of chantr, 
called lb! Dhuksnai took ptuce, wliich cost five lacs of nip«e« ? (hat " the 
original plan wan la give prim to learned Drahmius, but that as a haorbome 
sum was .{^▼en to every claimantt h p oeve r ignorant, to lury hi» expenn^, the 
inatjtutioa degenerated into a mere giving off alms" Tlie practice wa? 
therefore abolished, the sum of five lacs of rupees iuiiog eonsidered *' loo 
enormou!; to waste ; hut the abolittou appearing to be erttremely onpopulaf, 
Mr Elphiuatone obtained Ihe sanedon of ttie Beitg^ Government to the ap¬ 
propriation of a sum not esewding two lse> of rtrtHf w bn this ohfi^, and 
retfUblLshed that which appeared to have been the oiifinal Dhuksna. 
amounting to Rs- 50,090, and propof^ lhat il should be sHll kept up, but 
that" most of the prises, b stead of being conferred on proScictilsin Hindoo 
divbhy, almuld be allotted to thoae who were most aktHcd fn ihe mure useful 
branches of learning, law,' mathemotiesj. eic., and that m cetialti (lumlNff of 
prufessom^ might be appointed to leaeh ttiose sciences." The arrargemenl and 
apprupriation of the Dhuksna vfja coninUtled 10 Mr, Chaplin, the cooimis* 
sioner to the Deccsn.fj) 

In August TS35, Mr Chaplin forwarded to tlic Presidency, copy of a 
letter from the collector of Ahmednuggur, rrqut'Sitng that a trarbtr might br 
lureiehed for that place. In reply he was aulhoHird to send a yrnrng rtaifve 
to the Presidency, to be instracted in Ute popular modes of luilinn at the

Ir. lanuary 1819, dm Rev. Mr H. Medhunrt, a mjisiotiarj-under the 
patronage of the London MiEsionary Soebty, submitted to GovemineBi the 
plan of a charity school, lor the insiriwtioo of Otkese youth In the Chlucte 
language, by making them acquainted with the ancient daaaical wTitings of 
the Chineae, and coimeclliig therewith the study of the ChrtaUsn Ealeehiam. 
Tile Government approving the suggeition, granted a monlbly allowance

THE BRANCH SOCIETY FOR PROMOTING CHRISTIAN 

KNOWLEDGE. 

In July iBt^s the Lord Bishop of CatfUila being at Prince ol Wales’ 
Island, a lectety was Establish^ there under hie Lordefjip's patronage, as a 
branch of the society in London for promoting Chiistiim Knowledge, to 
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which the Govcntmcnl on behalf of IIk Ciijil EnHia CQni|ianjr gnnicd a 
donation the sttiu of soo Spanish dolUrs. 

THE FOUR MALAYA SCHOOLS AT POENT WELLESLEY. 

In April 18^3, Mr, Ay. D. Maingjv tfie ^perintemlent of Point 
WeI 1 i;sley rept'eseated to the Governor in Council, that the dtstiict under hii- 
care wa5 exceedingly populous, every village literally swarming with children 
of both sexes and all ages; that ttie Malaya xcknnwled^d the benefit of 
educatioD, although too poor and destitute to provide it for titeir chtldrcji i 
and, as they pbasea^ed no prejudices to oppose their receiving iln- bbrseltig 
from other hands, he reoominendcd the eatahllshment of three or four free 
schools, on the most simple and practicable plan^ where the male children 
might be laught writing, reading and arjthnirtic, and the leriiales sewing, 
spinning and weaving. 

Tlte Govemment concurring in the above suggesilon, granted tht: sum 
of 3a dollars per month, being an allowance of 8 dollars eacit for four sdioob, 
to be earabiished at the several stations of Pryc. Teluk Aier, Tawur Panaga 
and turoo. 

THE ROMAN CATHOLIC SCHOOLS 
In November 1824, the sopcdntendenl of a Roman Catholic mWon 
in George Tourn, applied to the Government for assistance to weirds repairing 
tht church and educating the youth of that deogniinaUoti. Under ail the 
circumstances of the cox, aud particularly advening to the number and 
poverty of the inhabiunta of that pereuasloci, the Gnvernmeat resolved to 
grant far the repair of the church the sum of 100 dollarti and for the support 
of three schools the monthly sum of 30 dollars, 

THE CHINESE COLLEGE AT MALACCA, 
in 1816, the Prince of Wales' Island Go vermuent also sanctioned the 
grant ol a piece of ground at Malacca, to Dr. Milne, on behalf of tht 
London Missionary Society, for the erection of a mission college at that 
place. Tbe college has since been credted. 

THE SINGAPORE IN-STITUnON. 

Early in 1833, Sir T, S. Raffles projected an bistltutioa at Singapore, 
designed to consist of a college, with library and museum for the study of 
Anglo-Chinese lUccatnre; and of branch school in the Chinese and Malayan 
Ijin gna g^g Witb tbe college it was pcDpa.ied to unite and iticorporato that 
previo^y formed by Doctor* Milne and Montson at Malacca} but this part

In aid ol the Singapore institution Uie sum of 15,000 dollars was raised

An ** Accompt of thr hfaniur of Frovidetng Cloth at Dats^," drawn ap by 
Hervy at Masteis' direction, met with approval, and it seemed likely that lie 
would eventually succeed to the management of afiairs in *'the Bay .” But be 
had made enemies by his tntrmpecale language, and nporis nf his '* Athrittitall 
Eapmaions" had been nut hamr. TJierefott, in their tetter of thj i8th December 
1676, ibc Court rlesiml that he should be** called to account” for tlte same, tn 
cxutsequence, he was nmimnned to l-lugli, where be amved on the ryth Decenibes 
1O77. John Smith and Edmund Bugden wise the pnocipot witimscs against him. 
and ibey deposed that tliry liad heard him deny the eaitlence of elthci God oi 
" Divell.” After a lengthy examiontion, in which Henry nfuted the 
hmught agaimt him. he was acquitiMl. 

Aboot this time ffervy married Mary, the daughter and only phifd ol FdwBfd 
Reade. lu April [1679 died of smaUiMx at Dacca, leaving an inhmt son, who 
wa* bfou^l from Docu to his giajidi.fatb(ir at Hflgli " very sick.'* 

In August tfifio Hervy feU under the dlspleamm of the Pimivil at Fori St. 
Geoigv, who suspended him until a oatisfactory eaplonation of bis conduct was 
foithcoming. The Court, however, id their leticr of the $th January 1681, mforred 
to him «ts ” a dtltgem faithful! and grateful! Servant” who, 11 dtsp tii 'T^ I. was to be 
fesiored Chief at Oocen. Hervy iheieftne lemaitted at hia post, but he bad Tnndf. 
eitenuec id Matthias Vincent, Cliinf in Bengal, and his supportera, on whose infor¬ 
mation the Court fby their letter of the iBtft November 1681J d urniisaeji him from 
their service. Tliiee mmith* Uter they rtvrdted their decision and appointed 
Henry Fourth ol Council io Bengal and Cliief f<f Mftlda Factory. Further, m 
their letter of the list September 168a, they wrote that they were of opinion lie 
had been nocased ** Ihrou^ enmity” and that they were willing to (hiok Uie 
of him. because he was " never guilty of t&at treacbetnus and uiipardanable sin of 
compliance with laterlopeis." 

At Mitda, where he lepaiied in September 1683, Kervy came Into coDiaiaa 
with Agrnr William Hedges, who wrote to the Court (hi Muith itiBjJ urging his 
diEmiEsat. A year later, on Uie jjth Moidi 1684, Hervy died at Dacts. His son 
Eilwaid hod already been taken to England by his matenml gnmdpaTents. His

Only one 
obstacle remained when 1 last beard from that qimrter. Ry a letter which 
1 rtcrfvtd from Dr. Blaine dated the Jf*l Dc-cr, accompanied by one from 
Tofuirul Hoaeiit Khaun J found that nddresse* had been si^cd by the Nabob, 
Ids iwD mrobters and tJheprlncipnl p^-opk of Lucknow, ati.l that they would 
ere that time liavc been forwarded, had not Hyder Brs Khaun pTompted by 
his fears ot Offending >w enemies Insisted upon saying in * letter which 
was to accompany the addresses that they liail been aigned "Inc onsequetice 
of the approUatton of Lord Coritwollis signified thrangh the Resident." 
Blaine and Toluraul Hosein Khaun were Ubourtog to prevail on him to Ixy 
aside so absurd a caution—a caution whu h might be made use of to IcMcn 
the effects of his possibie utilUy to himself, and 

roieht iierhiip* dtsplease hU lordship. * answered their letter* immediately 
but haw pot since heard from Uirm. Ono cause of this delay H as I am here 
informed that the Nabob is gone on a hunting p^rty. I do nnt however 
despair of complete accomplishment of the buslneri at Lucknow. Wbat- 
ever difficulties have occurred in the progress of tt have originated in the 
aopcehensions natural to Ihc natives and to Ibe lertot with whtoli the violent 
aSd iniuatlce of your enemies have ev.n at this dbtance impre»ed the 
firmer mindrcE Europeans.

At BetiATcs the whole conduct of the husfnrt^ has reflseted the utmost 
boftor in AUv Ibr-tbim Khaun and Iws marked the ccipirariiy of bh mind, no 
Ls^thau the totegrity and warmth of his heart After I bad vetomed the 

addresses as f told yon in my last letter ihry were st«ngthe.ied_ by rnwy 

additlotrol sjgnaiutcs. In this state they wme presented to Mr. Onneau the 
Resident by a ilepaUlion of the subwrlbvto with a requeri that hr would 
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forward them to tbo Board in order that they be tranatated aod tviih 
the translations, IransraUteil to the Directors, You wilt perhaps scarcely 
believe that Dancan ibsolotely refused to receive the addresses alleging as 
tus reaiDd for so strange an act tiui they did not coocem the business of th* 
Company." I will not stop to commeat on so monstrous a position. The 
mind of man must undergo a tot^ alteration before it can posaiblj admit 
that the Compasy have no coocera in knowing the character of a servant so 
dlsitoguished and so situated a^ you are and in receiving the public declara¬ 
tions of ibelr subjects es|iecially and expressly addressed lo them. 

In tbb situation .MIy Ibrahfm Khaun determined to retain the addresses 
in bii hands till he had consulted me, I wish he had, for I could I am sure 
have opened Duncan’s eyes. Hat overruled by the toferior judgment oJ 
Beneram Pundit, Ally Ibmhim Kbautt forwarded them to his Vakeel, and 
owing to my absence T never knew they had been rejected by Duncan UJI 
above a fortaight after they had been received in Calcutta, it was then toe 
late to return them to Benares. T determined therefore to send them to the 
Board with a letter from myself relying all that had passed with respect to 
them, and am only waiting for a proper narrative of the fact from Ally 
Ibrahim Khaiin. Fsamine this iotention, and I think you will see that it it 
calculated to extract good from evil. Nothing can bo a plainer evidence of 
the little assisiance wliich the measure: has received from European idluenoe. 
The addresses from Benares are now in my possession; they are three in 
nuinber-'—tine from the Brahmins in Shanscript-^one troin the principal 
inhabitants in Persian and ooc froui the merchants resorting to Benares in 
Persian. 

But before T have doEie with Benares f must actjult myself of any 
intention to reflecl on the pritidpirs of Duncan. I from my sou! believe 
them to be upright and honorable, t know that he greatly respects your 
character, and am convinced Lhai hi» caution on this occasion has been 
dictated by a sense though cenainty an erroneous one, of bis duty. 

At Moorshldabad the whole house of Jallar Ally Khaun retamed a wamt 
and gtateful remembrance of your atientinH to its interests from the 
moment it aixjuiTed by Treaty a just and constitutionat claim to that 8tten< 
tioft. By the advice of the Beeguin I applied to the Nawab as the proper 
>oui;ce of all that -was to he done in this husittess. I found Mm hrartily dis¬ 
posed to forward it. Three addresses have heeii signed, one by Idmsdtf, the 
Beegums and the prindpsl persons of hU family residing in Moorahitiabad, 
another hy several of his family residing at Raujmalial, and the third by llie 
principal Inliabitanb at Moorsltidabad. TJiry are at p resen I in th e hands 
of my Moonshy whom I leit at the City in order to receive the signatures 
of Rajah Gourdoss and others who ovving to Ibeh' absence Liad liefore my 
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departure tso opportunity o( signing the addresses. The Nawah viU forward 
them to the B^rd through Mr, Speke the Resident- Whilst i was at the 
City Mohammed Resa Khawn was vbited by a very severe afTlktion to the 
loss ol hts favourite sod, Balinim Jung, owing to this and my own misfortune 
I did not see him. fn one of the visits which I received from his oonlideniial 
vakeet Sherdful Mohatned Khaun I thooght it inoicnbent on me to tom- 
mttnicate to him the appeal wliich you had made to the luflragea of the 
natives- In doing this 1 was careful to avoid every expression whlah might 
be construed into a soUdUtion of the suffrage ol his master. I simply 
acquaioied him with your object and left him either to oppose Or forward 
it as he should think proper. SherafuJ Mohanied Khaun declared that yon 
were entitled to the warmest testimonies of every native in your behalf^ that 
his master ra particular was deeply penetrated with a sente of his obligations 
to you, and would no doubt attest his respect for you. Mohammed Rera 
Khaun sent me word that he was overwhetmed with affliction, but as soon 
as be had performed the fatth of his sou, he would cosider the information 
1 had sent to him, and act as became him. In the cautious spirit wliicb Tad 
governed me I thought ti proper to leave him entirely to the exercise of hb 
own unsolicited will and therefore never sent any further message to bim, 
well knowing that if he really wished to bear testimony to your merits he 
would find no difficulty in tetiiog me so. In truth T knew how far he bad com¬ 
muted himself in conjunction with Francis, and was not sorry that he did 
not seek to sign the address for he js certainly a donbk dealer, and would 
pTohahly in exUnualloii of his apparent apostasy tiave written to Frands 
that he did U either from fear or favour and have thus furnished that vi|Kr 
wilti an increase ol poUoa- 

Fiirrokhabad.— In my last letter I informed you that Palmer bad sent 
ms two addresses from Furrokhabad, one from the Nahoh and his minister, 
the other from the principal Inhabnaots and merchants of that place. Since 
my return to Calculi* I have also received from Palmer a letter ro your 
address from Mahdajee Sindia which I tmve the honor to enctoso No. a. 
The lollowing is an eitracl from Palmer’* leUer covering that from 
Sindia" f wah in hopes to have transmitted to you by this Dawk 
the public suffrage of fSimitu U> the conduct of our Fdend. But he assurea 
me that he cannot write * letter to the Company without the sanction of 
the Peishwa, that ho Ims writ ten nut only for that sanction but to request 
the testimony ol the Puoit* Govenimcnl also to llw good faith aod 
general estimation of Mr Hastings, In the mean lime he aincmely 
wishes that the enclosed private letler to Mr. Hasting* himself will have 
a considerable tendency to the great poini which our Friend de$iret to 
establish from the public letters which he has required." 
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1 feat yoa urDl tn the receLpt of thu letter from Sindik feel the H'eight 
(tf the objection wtiidi i matte la Mr. Shore'i propovtt of addnustug tlie 
teitiinotiies immedintely to yourAetf. You will not find it easy to gi¥e tbeiu 
t-y ibe world, and utterly impassible to give them with that autliority which 
Itiey would Have possessed if addressed to and published b/ either the King 
or tba Company. I find that 1 have already deported froui tlu: nnlrf which 
tilionre led me to adopt in my fast letter. I will still farther depart from It 
bv proccediag neat to Madras since front the Nabob of that place also you 
will only receive a private Irtler. 

Madras.—With my Iasi letter I sent joh tlie copy of one ultich on the 
Qth ot October, I bad written to Ufajor Gmttan, 1 did not receive any 
answer to it till the 2$ib of December It was dated the ^ih and coni^od 
not only a safiiciont apology lor tiic delay in a lull detajl of the cauaes 
whl'-hoccBsUQned it but the proofs on UU part o! a most lealou^ concern for 
your repiitaiiori, and »□ the part of Sir Archibald Campbell of groat llberaltiy. 
On the part of the Ameer-Ut-Omrah who in the sichncss and seclusion of his 
fslher pi>ise:;?eil almost the entire managesuent of his affairs t am sdit)' to 
say it wititesaed nothing hut baseness and ingratitude. I wish f could give 
yno i Copy of Major Grattan's letter and indeed of all my correspondence 
wUli him, hut the Hindus have been these two days employed in w'ufshippuig 
their tnh stands, and 1 can’t get a writer near me. 1 must be contented to tell 
)ou that the Ameer^DUOmrah Emder a variety of poor evasions, and withoui, 
is hfajor Grattan thmks, ever having cdmammcatei] the business to his father, 
had withheld any decisive answer to the application. Perceiving that Major 
0 rattan in a note which he had written to the Ameer had made use of Lord 
Cornwallis’s name in a manner liable to misoonstruction as attributing 10 hit 
l.,crd;htp an interost in tbe business which he certainly neither expressed or 
poiicssed. f look tfie liberty of requesting that Major GratUir would not in 
hit fiilure intercouiso with the Durbar 00 any acconnt make use of his 
Lordship's name.

of Ben are* may approve 11, if not let them alter or totally reject it."' They 
did reject it, and Biibatituted three forma in its place all widely drlTcrirtg 
from thal, and from each other. 

Davies however wa* not able to prevail on his Lordaidp to speak to 
Shore, an the contrary he thinks that his Lordship may possibly h.tve dis¬ 
suaded Sliofo from wfKing to the Collecttns, for that Tm had avowed his 
diiippiobaticin of that strp as a measure which would b« construed, however 
errcneon*ly, iHCo an undue ioturTeronee.

The violence and subtlety of your enemies have 
in act as wetl as Fcasoning confounded all momi rlutincltona, broke 
down the sacred boundaiies of right and wrong and left to men no certain 
mcane of safety but in abandoning you to the rude storm which has been 
raised to overwhelm you, VVell would it be for your country, and 
consolitary therefore 1 am dure to yonrself were this dittniay to operate 
only to your own prejudice. It will deeply and faially affect the 
general weifare. It has already made tho practice of virtue datigoroitfi, and 
will totally annihitate every particle of that public spirit which can atone 
give stability to this Government or happiness to its Subjects. 

Though the generat rpiantity of grain in Hindostan fs very great, ihure 
has lor some lime past prevailed a mewl distrciising scarcity in dana, which 
h now extending to otliei provinces and will I am afraid be soon severely felt 
Ihroughout every part of Bengal. Methods t tijow have Imcn pointed out 
of ave^g these evils, supported by the practice and authority of the former 
sovereigns of this country as rcTOrdcd in Its histories, hut unhappily they 
are not prescribed by any acts of tlw British Parliament, and ate repugnant 
to the genius nf the English constitution.

you justice I tiavc myself no doubt that we may easity carry both iheite 
points. I shall as aoon as possible, perhaps to-mon-ow, request an interview 
with Mr. Shore for the pnrpose of consulting him on this business. Before 
I now lake my leave of h* T must tell you that of the Zemeendars within 
Ih* Provinces Praun Kishum ha* already obtained the signatures of the 
Rajah of Nuddea. the Rajah of Burdwan and the Zeineendats of Bheerboom 
Rajshay.

Ttitr principal native inhabtUnls ol Benares having in four several 
addresses to the Hon'ble Company declared their sentiments of Mr. Hastings, 
were desirous of delivering the addresses to ^fr. Duncan, the Resident at 
that place in order that he might forward them to the Govornor^General in 
Council and that they might be so iTanstnitted to the Court of Directors. To 
this end Alty Ibrahim Khan, the Chief Judicial Magistrate at Benares wrote 
to Rfr. Duncan requesting that be would appoint a time when a deputation 
of the inhabitants might attend him wilh the addresses, Mr. Duncan retrtrned 
for ansivt-r to Ally Ibrahim KMn that as the addresses did not concern the 
Company's affairs it was unnecessary tlmt the inhabitants should either 
come or send to him under these dreumatanoes. Ally Ibrahim Khan at the 
instance of the parties who had signed the addresses forwarded them to me 
in order that I might present them to the Cove™or..Gcncra 3 in Council for 
the purpose of being transmitted to England. 

The circumstances as I have here stated them will appear from Aliy

T have this momeni closed and directed to Mr. Woodman a pacItOt 
eonittining a letter from myself to Mr*. Hastings, and to you manyjetters from 
your native correspondents. 

My health has been long discIlDUtg, but for these last seven weeks f have 
been sick even unto death, During the whole of that time till wllhia these 
five (lays, I have been rlosefy Confined to my mom by a bilious flui, and now 
only leave it to take the air in a palankeen. In troth I have hopes neiiher of 
health or profit in this cottotry and t am therefore defemiined to revisit my 
own at least for a year or two.. 1 shall proceed on the Nett/ which sails in 
January, and on which also Mr. Shore, but without any previous wmoiunica- 
tion betu'crtfl us lias taken his pasaage. Nolhing that I ran foresee wtll alter 
my intentions, but llie arrival of a ‘‘ommission for the examination nf wiinesses 
on your trial—an event which Is very improbable and wldch I deprecate only 
because 1 know the delay would Ik painful to your feeJings—to your reputa.

iUtr of suapenie in which they left you, has tornienied me more 1 will answer 
for it than It has you. But m cniwidering the ten thousand cireurastances 
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wbicb ^re calculited to vex you, I meet them with the imbecility of my own 
mind, end not with the timine&s of youtu. I dosed my letter to Mrs. Hastings 
the day before yesterday fully intcncling to begin one to you as sodo as 1 was 
a little rested—but alas 1 found no rest or strength fur a whole nighi or day 
and continued utterly incapable of business till this momtag. Last night 
T received a list from the Secretary of the Papers traiuntitted to the Directors 
and all th» morning f lave been labouring to accomodate the detached and 
imperfect copies lit my hands to the principlea of that list. The packet 
cloves before dinner and it is now lialf-an-hour after one. t must leave 
therefore the papers which you will now receive, irnperim as they are, to 
speak both for themselves aitd for me—but that they may speak in their best 
language and with the most effect 1 advise you to read the Persian and if you 
can the Sanscrit in preference to the English. How anxious 1 was to eHcct 
the lucid arrangemeitt of these papery you will learn from my tn'o notes to 
Hay of ntiich 1 send you copies, because ft U easier to employ my writer than 
to write myself. How much I might possibly have improved the translaiioiis, 
wcEc not my flesh altogetJier as weak as my spirit is willing yon may learn 
from the enclosed traiisUtion of the address from Patna, ^vhich I begged 
Clwrry would let me undertake Yon will perhaps hardly believe that this 
address from Patna is preciseEy the same as those from Benares, Otnagepoor 
and Silberries marked A Q U and V, Cherry is a very worthy young fetJow, 
and has discovered throughout the whole of this business a great wHItingnes r 
to facilitate the progress of it. Bat the duties of his office are infinilefy too 
various and important for any one man and he has no assistant whatsoever. 
1 undertook the translation of the Patna address during the heighth of my 
illness, and of that b preference to any of the rest because from the number 
and very confused order of the seals it required most attention, it was 
accompanied from Patna by what was called a '* Feyrisht" or Persian list ol 
the se^s and sigoatures, from Ibis 1 made Ihe traitslailon intending afterwards 
to compre both, t finbhed the first part of the work but upon entering on the 
second found that the terrible and inenrable defects of the Feyrisht had made 
all my labours vain. I set three men to work to make a new ftyrishi which, 
however, they did not accomplish early enough for me weak as i was tu 
ttanslale—<hl» will account for its detention. It will go by the next ship 
accompanied by many others, and in paiticnliir by of tht iamt import 
from Calcutta which sro now circulating. 1 collected the suffrages of Calcutta 
in three addresses Instead of only one For motives which I will explain when 
we meet, and here let me request you to puspend your judgment upon points 
which may seem to reflect discredil upon my conduct of this bnabess till I 
have an opportunity of explaining them. Look back to the first ideas which 
I conceived on the subject, and ymu will see that t have not been competfeil 
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gnally to depart froin them. That 1 have not haa heen owing to the Influence 
of your own vfrtun even upon a people cold and cnuttoiis> No one Gonopcan 
beside myaelf ba^ moved in this business, and to how tittle eflect I should 
liave moved had it not from its nature tended ta its own accomplisHmeiit ymi 
will readily conceive^ (t is far your honour and not my own that, I make 
tbit observation! when I said that 1 alone luve moved in the busing I 
(caked to the general condact of it, Palmer and Davies in their stations, 
aeled like themselves and Hke your friendia. 

I mo^ write no morel but before I condnde let me conjure you lolottow 
what I am sure will be the dictates of your own mind in the use of these 
papers, fie not desperate of them — sacrifice not ibeir futve wdgbt lo the 
gratification of any present and tempomry purpose. Leave them to mntuce, 
they will aoi)uire strength by silence and even by neglect, ff the Dttectort 
^ nil hold them they will add only to the measure of your wrongs without 
destroymg the proofs of your viitueo, and It is the combiitaibn of both these 
in all their unequalled magnitude that b to give your name embalmed with 
tears of admiratJoa, love and pity to future ages. If the addresses are now 
brought forward with an air of insolence and triumph, they will be alUdced 
with all the superior abilities of your enemies, and injured if not destroyed 
even in their birth.

My health is greatly restored slocc I last wrote to you : but 1 am indebted 
for my recovery wholly and exclusively to the cold weather, and so far from 
bring seduced by it to try the climate another year it serves only to conHrni 
my purpose of returning to Europe, it proved indisputably Uie influence of 
clitnatc on my.constitution, and warns me thetelore to Gy frotn that which 
has never agreed with me to one more healthv. 1 would rather find it in atiy 
country than my onu if you do not obtain justice—-that you may, is the wish 
nearesl my heart, for it comprehends alt possible good to yourself, since there 
is none that justice can deny you- Believe me, Dear Sir, whatever may be* 
your fate.

My Dear Sir, 

My ladt was written from Lancaster. Vou know nut what H cost me. 
Whilst 1 was writing It ilie sun shonn in alt his ispIcndaBt and invited me to 
the view of Lonsdalo. 1 told Uim i would meet him in the evanlng, for that 1 
had given the morning to yourseU and some other of my friends- At four 
oVIo^ we got on our hofsci, but hid scarce left the town before Uur sun 
retired and left the heaseni aoil 111? earth to the tnerey of wind* and raiii. 
imiioff returned—I went on, cursing my ill luck, and in a tempin' no more to 
have en|oyed Lonilailale, U 1 coubJ Imve ieen it. than the devil was to cojoy 
paradise when he peeped Over its enclosures I was nhligcd to lilay two 
hours In a pel house, and returned in the da.rk almtist wet through. Tlie neat 
day (Saturday, aflthj we left Lancaster and arrived at this plots? about S at 
night, f was up the neat morning not with the sun, because ho did not shine. 
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but before him, and after running to the banks of the lake, and gaxing for a 
while in raptore on its surface, I lootced out for the highest of all the 
oeighbouring tutls, and began to ascend il. This t ajccotnpLished in two hours, 
bat instead of enjoying extensive prospects, the clouds which obscured them 
marched Ip majesty and with an awful sound at my feet and on either side ol 
me, thus repaying one way what they deprived of lue another. Upon my 
return 1 found t had walked thirteen miles before breakI had scarce 
got home before it began to rain heavUy and continued to do so with tittle 
Intermption till Thursday night. Not a <1ay passed, however, in which we did 
imt make some eacutsion—in these we were once or twice accompanied by 
Sii Jno. and Lady Swinburne. She U a pattern for a young man's wife. She 
has rode with him all the way out of Northumberland, leaving the servants 
to go in the carriage. He b fond of the water. He manages the sails, and 
he holds the helm. They left this place on Friday last on horseback, purposing 
to cross the mountains to Peritb sic* Penrith the ride being not less titan 25 
miles. She is a niece of the DulcHesi of Northumberlandi and with beauty 
enough possesses manners and accomplishments. Since Friday the weather 
has l«en delightful, and we have thus had the advantage of beholding these 
wonderful scenes in all their variely Whilst at breakfast yesterday I watched 
a opposite to tne, and saw it change its colours for an hour together 

like a Camelion, or a dying Dolphin. Before breakfast 1 had gone up to the 
top of Rydat f^ke and had seen fn>m thence eight fakes reposing themaefves 
amongst the mpuntaios.

Beware of Davuoportf T heard bad things of him lit Shropshire. I do <not 
nttetnpt n deSCrtpUnn of tlic scenes aloundi us, 1 have examined those ot 
Gilptn West and Gray on the spot, and find them iroah. You might as Wf*!! 
niLempi to describe God Himself as this beautiful part of hia creation. Yester>. 
day, rvltet* titanding at one of the Cascades at Rydal llsll f saw a rainbow 
produced by the spnQr and maintaining its Matinn ever the Bason a!! the tirns

have been very fortunate in the choice of our time, for they tell me that for
